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ALLOWABLE SUBJECT MATTER 

1 . Claims 1 , 4-9, 11-14,1 6-30, 32-34, 36-39 and 41 (renumbered as claims 1 -34) 
are allowable over the prior art of record. 

2. The following is an examiner's statements of reason for allowance: The examiner 
has found that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or suggest or render 
obvious the claimed limitations in combination with the specific added limitations as 
recited in independent claims and subsequent dependent claims. The prior art of record 
fails to teach or suggest a method and system of servicing content for delivery to a 
client device comprising identifying a type of service to be performed on an item of 
content, wherein said item of content is identified during a session involving said client 
device, selecting a provider from a plurality of providers capable of performing said 
service, estimating an amount of time said session is expected to remain with said 
provider, wherein said record is updated once said amount of time has passed, and 
providing information for transferring said session to said provider, wherein said 
provider performs said service on said item of content.
